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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 

changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with James Costigan on 4/13/2007. The application has been 
amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 2, delete "mixing" and replace it therewith -mixed-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Iso (US 2006/0252655 A1) discloses a grease composition comprised of a 
fluorine-based grease and a urea-based grease but does not disclose polyolefin 
base oil. 

Hirata (JP 2002-327759) discloses a grease composition comprised of i) a 
perfluoropolyether oil and a fluororesin powder and ii) a polyolefin oil and a urea 
thickening agent. However Hirata does not disclose the urea-based grease 
comprising polyester oil. 

Aso (JP 2004-150477) discloses a grease composition comprised of i) a 
synthetic oil and a urea thickening agent and ii) perfluoropolyether oil and a 
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fluororesin powder. However, Aso does not specifically disclose the amount of 
synthetic oil to the grease composition and the pour point and kinematic viscosity 
of the oil. 

Hirata (JP 2004-026941) discloses a grease composition comprising i) a 
perfluoropolyether oil and a fluororesin powder and ii) a synthetic oil and a urea 
thickening agent. However, Hirata discloses one composition comprising ester 
oil as the synthetic oil and another composition comprising polyolefin oil. Hirata 
does not teach the combination of the two wherein polyolefin oil is the base oil at 
the specific amount claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
